Soldier Settlers To Get 


12,000 Will Get 
Benefit Ordered 


By Government 


Hon. Charles Stewart Announces That 


Board Will Release All Its Claims On 
Settlers’ Livestock

OTTAWA, June ‘4—Hon. Charles 
Stewart, minister of the interior anc 
acting minister of immigration, has 
directed the soldier settlement boarc 
to put into effect the legisiation pass- 
ed at the recent session of parliament 
which gives to war veterans who set- 
tled on the land a further 30 per cen’ 
reduction in their indebtedness as at 
October 1, 1929. 

The cost of these concessions to the 
settler will be about $11,000,000, as 
the board at the same time will re 
lease al its claims on the settlers 
stock. About 12.000 soldier settlers or 
about half the total will benefit by the 
new concessions. 

The soldier settlement scheme was 
originated in 1919 and ex-service men 
were able to borrow money for the 
purchase of land at 5 per cent inter- 
est, the principal payment to be 
amortized over 25 years. Loans for the 
purchase of stock and equipment 
were repayable in four annual instal- 


ments.

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THE “KEYNOTE” SPEECH 


The “key-note” speech—for even so 
ready a speaker cannot be expected to 
make a new one every day—which Hon. 
R. B. Bennett is delivering with varia- 
tions at western points, does not seem to 
give the key to very many articles in the 
Opposition leader's program, except that 
he would very much like to be premier 
of Canada, that he would enter an “en- 
tangling alliance” with the United States 
for the deepening of the St. Lawrence 
waterway, and that he would model the 
fiscal policy of the Dominion upon that 
of the republic. 

The remainder of the address, a con- 
densed report of which occupies many 
newspaper columns, is composed of con- 
demnatory phraseology aimed at the 
King Government, in which definite 
statements are rather conspicuously ab- 
sent. In the main the public are left to 
attach what significance they may to 
the torrents of language with which Mr. 
Bennett deluges his subjects, but which 
serve to obscure rather than to define 
his own position and proposals. 

Mr. Bennett insists of course that 
the Government must be given no credit 
for the period of prosperity that the 
country has enjoyed up until the last 
year. This has the old familiar ring of 
the accepted and time-honored type of 
address suitable to such an occasion. 
The plea has been heard so often that if 
it were omitted from a “keynote” speech 
of the Opposition leader at this time 
something of amazement would befall 
the listening public. There is at least 
in its use the admission that the coun- 
try has been prosperous; and from Mr. 
Bennett that is an admission of some 
consequence. 

So with the “exodus,” that night- 
mare that haunts the Opposition chief. 
More people have left Canada than came 
into it during the last nine years. To 
most people that regrettable occurrence 
would seem to be due to a wide variety 
of causes. Not so to Mr. Bennett. His 
explanation is the delightfully simple 
and sufficiently absurd one that he has 
tendered on innumerable former occa- 
sions; it is all the fault of the King Gov- 
ernment. That malicious administra- 
tion, it would appear, has in some way 
or other shooed hundreds of thousands 
of people out of Canada who did not 
want to go and never would have gone 
had Mr. Bennett been premier. Just 
how, or with what possible object, the 
leader by no means makes clear. 

To old Liberals Mr. Bennett conveys 
the information that things were not 
ever thus. “In other times—there was 
a Liberal party true to its faith and less 
militant in its powers.” It would be in- 
teresting to know just what period in 
Canadian history Mr. Bennett is re- 
ferring to, Those whose memories are 
not failing will recall that 20 years ago 
Mr. Bennett was cursing the Laurier 
Government and all its works with the 
same fine abandon that he displays in 
his wordy barrage against the King 
Government of today. Incidentally, he 
was doing it in language which reads 
strangely and suspiciously like that 
which he is employing on the present 
occasion. 

Perhaps no part of the “keynote” 
speech is more characteristic than that 
which alludes to the matter of markets. 
.Here Mr. Bennett scorns such sordid de- 
tails as where and how to find buyers 
for our farm products, and soars to 
rhetorical heights where plain men can- 
not hope to follow but may only stand 
and wonder whether he is proposing to 
open commercial relations with Mars 
or sell wheat to the Zskimos. 

The countervailing duties are the 
subject of a particular anathema. Be- 
cause “when the United States puts up 
the duty on what she does not want 
from us and we might want from her, 
we do likewise.” What are these com- 
modities on which countervailing duties 
are to be imposed in such circumstances? 
The list includes potatoes, livestock, 
meats, butter, eggs, wheat, flour, oats, 
oatmeal, and rye. Surely Mr. Bennett, 
of all men, does not mean that we should 
continue to import these commodities 
from the United States under our ordin- 
ary tariff when the United States slams 
the door against such products from

pro quo. Which in turn means that he 
would cancel the tariff preference Can- 
ada now gives to British-made goods, 
and deal with the old lands on precisely 
the same basis as with a foreign coun- 
try. In which case, of course, the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain would be ex- 
cused from continuing the services of 
the Empire Marketing Board so far as 
Canada is concerned, and the people of 
Britain absolved from the preference 
which they now show for Canadian pro- 


ducts. 

Australia, a ing to Mr. Bennett, 
is bitter toward Canada because of the 
treaty that was made between these two 
dominions a few years Under that 
treaty Canadians have nm selling in 
Australia about five times the value of 
the products they have been buying 
there. Mr. Bermett’s view seems to be 
that it was positively sinful on the part 
of the Mackenzie King Government to 
negotiate a trade arrangement that is 
so advantageous to Canadian producers, 
Canadian automobile manufacturers 
and lumber manufacturers will be par- 
ticularly interested in that argument. 

For confirmation of the wisdom of 
his exclusive tariff policy Mr. Bennett 
goes to the United States, and finds 
there that his model tariff has saved the 
country from a condition of “idle work- 
men, futile manufacturers, and starv- 
ing agriculturists.” Well, the latest re- 
port from a responsible quarter is that 
there are about 4,000,000 “idle _ work- 
men” in the United States at the pre- 
sent moment, representing perhaps 
20,000,000 people, one-sixth the entire 
population of the republic. If United 
States newspapers, magazines and sen- 
ators know whereof they speak, the 
manufacturers of that country are “‘fu- 
tilely” scanning the horizon for a mar- 
ket in which they can sell goods with- 
out buying anything in return. And 
Congress has for something more than 
a year been struggling with a tariff re- 
vision which was undertaken to rescue 
United States agriculturists from a pos- 
sition that was and is precariously close 
to bankruptcy. If that is the “key” to 


the results of the kind of tariff policy 
Mr. Bennett proposes to institute, there 
is nothing very alluring in the pros- 
pect.

REDUCING AN ANEURYSM 


When the wall of an artery becomes weakened either from disease or 
from accident there is danger that the weakest point may become stretched 
into a pouch or sack by the great pressure of they arterial blood. This 
type of sack, called an aneurysm, usually forms in one of the larger art- 


pi 


eries, most commonly the aorta, and sometimes in 
the legs or arms, but rarely lower than the knees or 
elbows. 

The blood is always under great pressure in the 
arteries and especially so during the heartbeat, This 
pressure would damage the arteries if they were not

Aneurysms are very dangerous 
because there is a possibility that 
they may become ruptured by the 
constant pressure and pulsation of 
the blood. A rupture of this sort

If we live hurried lives and har- 
vest a nervous tension our throats 
tighten. 

A tight throat means a tense and 
high-pitched voice 

The sudden changes and extremes 
of our climate contract the throat 
muscles and rob our voices of mel- 
lowness and loveliness, 

The Negro voice of the south is 
notoriously mellow, the loveliest 
voice in America, Why? 

First, as the Negro is born in 
the south, his throat is not assault- 
ed by the sudden extremes of cold 
he would know in the north. His 
throat is open under southern

Second, his placid temperament 
saves him from the nervous tension 
of the busy go-getter. 

Third, his nasal passages are 
broad and open, enabling him to 
breathe freely and have resonance

If northerners in this continent 
could contrive to defeat the climate, 
shielding their throats from con- 
tractions by cold, if they could live 
easily in the midst of their luxury, 
and if they would pay more atten- 
tion to breathing and enunciation, 
Bernard Shaw would have less rea- 
son to jibe at the nasality of their 
voices.

As a con- 
sequence, quite apart from schools 
specifically devoted to progressive 


education, their influence has af- 
fected profoundly the temper and 
methods of public school teachers 
in all enlightened communities. The 
unintelligent, block-teaching 
has greatly disappeared. School 
boards are influenced by the newer 
ideas; standards of teaching have 
advanced; consideration for the in- 
dividual child (so far as that is 
compatible with the necessary rou- 
tine demanded by large numbers) 
is established 

The better class of progressive 
schools do not carry the ideas to an 
extreme, They reserve a large place 
for discipline and a larger one for 
guidance. They encourage sponta- 
neity, but don't make a fetish of it. 
It is quite true that old-fashioned 
obedience has been hard hit; but 


then, it has also dropped out of the 


marriage ceremony. Loving and 
honoring is better than obeying, 
even in school relations. But a 
scheme of education that gets along 
without imposing some authority 
and discipline will work only when 
model children are borh who do not 
take after their parents 

I know of no warrant in any ac- 
cepted psychology for the support of 
the notion that you can educate 
without discipline. I have made it 
plain in a dozen statements that 
education, like civilization, is chang- 
ing human nature; children cannot 
grow up on the basis of their orig- 
inal impulses and mature properly. 
Progressive education tries to direct 
that process in accord with the 
child's natural development. 

All of which is only a limited as- 
pect of an unlimited subject. The 
“progressive” idea may be overdone; 
is certainly unwisely applied in many 
families as well as schools, Protests 
like this are timely. In getting rid 
of ancient evils we run the disk of 
courting new dangers. A truly pro- 
@ressive school sees to it that the 
pupils make progress, go ahead as 
rapidly as possible with direct ap- 
peal to the natural developments of 
the child, yet with no neglect for 
the important goal ‘of fitting the 
child for the world in which it must 
live. Childhood must be respected 


yet directed.

Girl Historian Gibbon Forsook Married French States- 
man and Become Mother of Madam de Stael.

When Edward Gibbon, author of 
the “Decline and Pall of the Roman 
Empire” was seventeen, he turned 
Catholic. His father sent him off 
to Lausanne, in Switzerland, where 
he was placed in the family of the 
Calvinist Pastor Pavilliard to be re- 
converted to Protestantism 


This was accomplished, but there 
were two unexpected resulis. Gib- 
bon became French-Swiss at heart 
and remained so to the end of his 
life. Incidentally he fell in love 
with the daughter of the pastor, 
Mademoiselle Susan Curchod, 


Susan returned his affection and 
was quite willing to become his 
wife, But when the future historian 
returned to England and broke the 
news to his parent, that individual's 

er knew no bounds, 

“I absolutely forbid the match,” 
he said. 

Gibbon was no bold and reckless 

lover, as his account of his acquies- 
cence to the commands of his father 
shows. 
* “After a painful struggle I yielded 
to my fate,” he records, “I sighed 
as a lover, I obeyed as a son, My 
wound was insensibly healed by 
time, absence, and the habits of a 
new life.” 

Mademoiselle Curchod temporarily 
suffered for this jilting-by-parental- 
command. Her father dying, she 
had to go to Geneva and earn, by 
teaching, a meagre subsistence for 
herself and her mother. But’ luck 
was with her, She attracted the 
attention of Jacques Necker, the 
great banking genius who became 
director-general of the finances 
of France, and married him. Her 
daughter, Anne Louise Germaine 
N , became Madame de Btael, 
one of the most famous of French- 
women. 

There was an amusing aftermath. 
Gibbon continued to be the friend 
of the former Mademoiselle Curchod. 
He was 4 constant visitor at her 


home in Paris, but so little disturbed _ 


was M. Necker that, weary with his 
labor of tie day, he would go calmly 
to bed at night and leave his wife 
tete-a-tete with her former lover, 
Perhaps he was reassured by the 
fact that Gibbon had grown ex- 
tremely fat 

“The husband was particularly 
civil to me.” wrote Gibbon humor- 
ously in a letter to his friend, Lord 


Sheffield, “Could they insult me 
more cruelly? Ask me every evening 
to supper; go to bed and leave me 
with his wife-—what an impertinent 
security! It is making an old lover 
of mighty little consequence.” 

Madame Necker disclaimed even 
a little “lingering sentiment for a 
man who, I think, merits none at 
all"; nevertheless both she and her 
husband enjoyed his friendship and 
his conversations 

‘Though Gibbon was the antithesis 
of Don Juan, he was utterly faith- 
ful to his first love. He never gave 
even a thought to another woman.

Science Editor, NEA Service 
The little matter of cleanliness has 
a great deal to do with the proper 
running of the automobile 
the matter of a clean en-

gine. To the lay driver, a matter of 
oil covering the engine doesn’t seem 
to retard its activity in any way. For 
that matter, it doesn't 

But of! under the hood, except 


where it is supposed to be, means a| 
dangerous dust gatherer to the auto 
mechanic—dangerous in that it might} 
find its way through the slits and 
other openings to the inside of the 
engine

Furthermore, oil is harmful to such 
parts as the hose ‘connections in the 
cooling system. It rots the hose and 


produces a leak in the cooling 
apparatus 

In hot weather we cant afford| 
that 

To prevent this, of course, keep the 


entire engine clean But rotting of 
the hose with oil can further be pre- 
vented by applying a coat of shellac 
and then a layer of tape and shellac 
on the hose connection

Gasoline, applied with a brush or 
cloth, will clean accumulations of oil 
from the engine. Kerosene, also, may | 
be used 

An air and gasoline spray can be 
obtained to force the accumulated oll 
and dust from the inaccessible places

At the same time, various joint 
about the car may be cleaned with 
gasoline, but care here must be taken| 
not to remove the grease from the 
effective parts 

For instance, the hood hinges get 
filled with the oil sprayed from the 


engine, and that seeps out to the top 
of the hood Here the oil may be 
cleaned from the top, but left within | 
the hinges to prevent squeaking of 
this part whenever the hood is lifted 
The same is true of the door hinge 


After a long drive, a layer of dusty oi! 
may be noted covering the hinges that 
jut out from the body This can't 
just be wiped off. Gasoline nfust be 
used But this must be done with 
care, so that the hinges may remain 
greased 
* ee. 

After a long rut especial over 
dust roads the engine and other! 
wrts of the car may be coated with 
otl-soaked dust. This can’t be wash 
ed off with water Gasoline is the] 
washing fluid to use |

By keeping the engine, hinges and| 
ther parts of the car clean. the 
notorist not only has a presentable 
uttomobile, but is preventing de-| 
terioration, especially in the moving 
neine parts | 

The fine dust accumulated from 
‘he road somehow finds its way into 
the crankease and then into the 
eviinders, scoring the cylinder walls 
allowing oi] to get past the pistons 
more easily and eventually meaning

| He is the Honorable Richard Martin Mere- 
dith, chief justice of the court of common pleas 
and president of the high court division of the 
supreme court of Ontario who was born in 1847 
on the spot in London, Ont., where his present 
house stands, just ten years after Queen Vic- 
toria aScended the English throne . . . so 
long ago. 

That is a long span of active life. 

His lordship should be old, he should look 
old, but his face has fewer lines than most 
men's at forty. It has a fine serenity. Only 
his eyes give him aw They have seen much. 
They saw, when he was a lad of twenty, Con- 
federation. It was within a couple of years of 
his being called to the bar. 

“What significance had Confederation to 
you?” I asked. 

“It really had none.” he said. “Why should 
it have? But hasn't there been a magnificent 
panorama since?” . 

His lordship should feel old, but when I 
asked him about his philosophy of age he said: 

“Ordinarily I go on just as a boy. I don't 
think of age, although I know I have to bow to 
handicaps which I do not really feel. I'd like 
to play cricket, but I know I cannot. I'd like 
to play football, but I know I cannot.” 

“But you still feel the urge?” 

“Why yes, just as much as ever.” 

“You never took up golf?” 

“Never. It doesn’t attract me at all. It's 
too slow going. In my days the gaines weré all 
active games, lacrosse, cricket, football, base- 
ball, rowing, skating. I was in all of them.” 


He should be venerable, but in spite of his 
forty years of dispensing high and low justice, 
in spite of his white hairs and his eighty-three 
years, he gives the effect of being alert as a 
young man with his spurs to win. Certainly he 
s as alive to life and living as some of us who 
still think ourselves young. 

By rights, after more than sixty years of 
aw, he should be as dry as a leather-bound 
Blackstone on a law office shelf, musty as a 
yiece of parchment, but he is fresh as a clean 
sheet. His mind, instead of being set by age, 
‘utted by tradition, cribbed by the confining 
nfluences of highly dignified office, throws out 
deas which might seem startling from a young 
eformer, but come with the mellowed warmth 
f much human wisdom from this fine old judge 
vho is a’ gentleman with a strong sense of his 
‘ight to speak frankly in the public interest. 

Gentleman? It is the first time in millions 
f words of writing that I have ever found 
nyself setting down this queerly descriptive 
vord. But, to me, the chief justice proved a 
tindly, unpretending gentleman. ) one on 
vhom I have ever called professionally has been 
nore charmingly kind except the prime min- 
ster of Canada at his home at Kingsmere. 

“You have had a long trip,” said the chief 
ustice when I arrived. “You must be tired.”

“That idea prevails very deeply, but I think; 


A judge may have and 
express opinions so long as he avoids saying 
anything that would prejudice his position in 
any case which he may be called on to decide 
Indeed it’s a judge's imperative duty to express 
opinions, particularly in regard to the constitu- 
tion of the courts. If he does not, how are 
reforms to be made?”
